IK some parts of 
northwestern 


Iowa farmers are using hay for fuel. 
How this is done ia thus described 
bj a correspondent at Sibley: 


I was at the home of one of the 


best farmers in our county, a few 
days since, and noticed that the only 
fuel the family were using was hay 
— coarse prairie, or slough grass, 
twisted into skeins or twists about as 
large as an ordinary stick of stove- 
wood. 
I made some inquiry as to 


tho utility of hay as an article of 
fuel, and was told by tins gentleman 
that he had lived in this country nine 
years, and had never bought a ton of 
coal nor a cord oT wood in all that 
time, but had used hay for heating 
purposes as well us for cooking, and 
had never had any difficulty iu pro- 
viding himself with an abundant sup- 
ply of fuel 
He showed me the pro- 


cess of twisting the hay into skeins 
and preparing it for use, and inform- 
ed me that enough could bo prepared 
in a half hour to last his family two 
or three days. 
The amount of heat 


generated by this kind of fuel, and, 
of course, tho amount used, depends 
largely upon thu tightness and solid- 
ity of tho twist, and he informed ran 
that in the coldest weather ho seldom 
usad nioro than 75 pounds par day.

How Impromptu Oratory is Made. 


[Correspondent Cleveland Leader.] 


I am reminded of the story of 


Senator Hoar's great "impromptu" 
speech on education and labor, which 
he delivered in the senate several 
years ago, the inside history of which 
has never been published. 
It is au 


illustration o£ the way great men 
prepare extempore speeches, which 
they get off on the spur of tho mo- 
ment, to the amazement of tho com- 
mon mind. 
Senator Hoar is a portly 


man, with a round face, a high fore- 
head and short, gray hair. 
He keeps 


himself closely shaved and comports 
himself with the dignity that becomes 
tho senator who represents classic 
Boston. 
Some time ago, his family 


leaving the city, tho senator shut up 
hia houso and procured rooms ou 
New York avenue. These roonih weiv 
separated 
from the suite hack of 


thom by doors, above which there 
was a transom, and in this suite lived 
two jolly clerka of tho treasury. For 
some time after Senator Hoar took 
the front room tho clerki did not 
know^ who Ihoir neighbor was; but, 
morning after morning, thoy were 
awakened by him stamping around, 
pounding his table, and declaiming 
with energy, going over tho same 
soutenca time after time. On the 
third morning one of l.bem swore he 
would tiud out who this eloeutiouibt 
was, and, moving a table to tho door, 
ho was enabled, by standing on hib 
toob, to look through tho transom.— 
There ho saw the portly senator, in 
night-shirt and drawers, going thro' 
his rhetorical gymnastics before a 
largo mirror, practising every gesture 
nni.i studying his part more carefully 
than the players in "Hamlet.1' 
The 


other clerk was soon by his side, and 
thoy took turns at the transom. "For 
two weeks," says my informant, 
"Hoar practised that speech from 
ouo to two hours every morning be 
fore ho delivered it oxtemporaneousl) 
in the senate."

ened ruins, among which only OUP 
vsstigo, a scutcheon bearing the 
name "Twa," remains to recall the 
former glories of the npol.

demolition protrros^e.s, innumerable 
objects will be found to hare escaped 
tha flamoii; under the dense mass of 
burntand blackened fragments which 
encumbers the groiiud, it i= highly 
probable that many articles will turn 
up which hnvB not lost their valuo.

Mr. Greatbouse has introduced a 


bill into the legislature to give the 
defense in a criminal case the closing 
argument. 
This is about the only 


thing the people have left in a crimi- 
nal case that gives them auything 
like a fair show. 
It is meet nud 


proper that the solitary advantage 
that t-ociety has of the criminal 
should bo attacked by tho learned 
lawyers for the defense, that get mto 
Ihe legislature. As the law now is a 
man may murder his neighbor in cold 
blood and unless the neighbor gets 
roligion in the iVw hours ho has to 
live after being brutally stabbed or 
shot, and expresses himself with 
reference to the aff-iir in tha meek 
and lowly manner that Jesus did, his 
statement us to how it occurred is 
not taken, while tho murderer can 
-tate whatever ho pleases about it. 
Or if he thinks it to his advantage 
ho rativ rpfnse to state anything and 
the State's attorney is not allowed to 
comment upon his failure to give au 
account of the affair. If tho deceased 
showed the least degree of feeling 
against the man who had a few hours 
before taken his life, his statement as 
lo who was the aggressor is ruled 
out by tho court. 


Tho defendant may also continue 


the ca&e from terra to term by swear- 
ing that certain absent witnesses 
.vuuld bweur, it prouuut, to certain 
facts tlial would be it defpiise, and 
the State's attorney, although he may 
bave twice tho number of witnesses 
that, will swear that tho statement of 
defendant is a barefaced lie, yet if 
he goes to trial he must admit that 
the lie ia absolute truth and cannot 
nut a witness on the stand to contra 
diet it.

Let us have u law that will give 


the defendant the right to tell hiV 
story and to be heard by counsel arid 
|pt the jury take tlio case rind turn 
him loose upon society again. 
Or if 


it pleases his thieving pleasure lei 
him remain silent tmrl be declared 
not guilty for lack of evidence. 


If this legislature can read the 


minds of the people aright they will 
remove some of the barriers that heru 
in the criminal from the shafts 
of justice instead of erecting tuldi 
tional ones. 
They will cense to leg 


islato for the interests of the criminal 
class and give honest men a little 
orotection. 
The press of the state as- 


the gnnrdian of tho thrifty, intelli- 
gent, industrious masses, should keep 
its eye upon the law makers at 
Springfield and carry the voices of 
tho people to their ears in atone that 
will be understood and heeded.— 
There is too much of technical non 
•wnse in tha criminal law already. 
There is too much money spent in n 
vain attempt, to enforce a code of 
criminal law because of the obstaclef- 
placed in its own wav bv that code. 
Let us have a thimbleful or two of 
common sense, a little plain every 
day justice and a few grains of rea 
«on injected into oar system of crim- 
inal procedure and there will be le^s 
bloodshed, less robberies, less thiev- 
ing, find Ifss expensive lih'ciilion for 
honest people to pay for.

Never within tho memory of the 


oldest inhabitant has there been a 
storm which entailed such an enor- 
mous destruction of property as has 
resulted from that of Friday eight 
and Saturday. 
The damage to tel- 


egraph and telephone lines, tbe stop- 
page of railroad trains, and tho oc- 
casional injury done to buildings, 
represents an immense sum of money, 
but all these are a mere trifle when 
compared to the unparalleled destruc- 
tion visited upon tho fru.t, shade and 
forest trees of the country. 
It is im- 


possible to estimate the money value 
of this feature of the disaster, or to 
comprehend tho extent of time that 
must elapse before it can be repair- 
ed. The telegraph and telephone 
lines can be put in as good condi- 
tion as ever within a few weeks, and 
tho losses will fall upon wealthy 
corporations that are abundantly 
able to bear thorn, but the present 
generation will not live to see re- 
paired the damage done to tho trees 
by the great eleat storm. 
Shade 


trees that have been reared with 
care, and watched with almost pa- 
rental tenderness and solicitude for 
a scor of years, are shorn of -their 
branches or cleft in twain by the 
.voight of ico upon tho limbs. 
Fruit 


trees that had reached their prime, 
.if tor years of waiting upon tho part of 
their ownors, were in a single night 
wrecked beyond all hope of recovery, 
and are to-day only unsightly cum- 
berers of the ground. 
It is not go- 


ing beyond the bounds of reason 
to say that at least a fourth of the 
matured fruit trees in this locality 
are ruined, while a still larger pro- 
portion" is seriously damaged by the 
breakage of limbs. Vast numbers of 
young trees, too — both fruit and 
shade — which are not broken down 
by the weight of ice upon them, are 
so beut and distorted that they can- 
not recover their normal shape, and 
will consequently be of but little val- 
ue in the future. It is a sad and 
mournful sight that falls upon the 
eye, no matter in what direction we 
may look. 


It is the part of wisdom to extract 


from calamities the knowledge that 
will enable us to guard against their 
effects in tho future, and we have co 
doubt that tho practical student of 
arboriculture will learn from this dis- 
aster lessons of no little value. 
It 


will not be difficult to determine the 
varieties of trees which suffer most 
from such an extraordinary visita- 
tion as this one has been, and it will 
bo a wonder if tho experienco't of 
tho past three days do riot also 
teach somo practical lessons in prun- 


ing. 
With a better knowledge as to 


the varieties of trees that will bei-t 
withstand such an unusual storm as 
this has boon, and with more practi- 
cal idoai as to pruning put in opera- 
tion wo may not bo without some ad- 
vantagos as tho result of this great 
calamity. 


ANOTHER FAILURE. 


Tho Kansas Rolling Mill company, 


at Kosodeilo, Kan., which is essen 
linlly tho Bnrno that carried on the 
busine-s of manufacturing railroad 
iron in this city prior to 1875, is in 
difficulty, owing to the failure of tho 
Uuiou Iron and Steel company of 
Chicigo, which is owned bj the same 
parties. 
Tho Rosedalo mill has shut 


down, and the works have been turned 
over to Daniel P. Eels, of Cleveland, 
and Wallace Pratt, of Kansas Cay, 
us trustees for tho bondholders', who 
are secured by mortgages upon the 
property to tho amount of $275,000. 
Eho telegraphic reports state that tho 
difficulty of the Ejsecl do mill was 
not due to any lack of business, nor 
to mismanagement of any kind, but is 
merely tho natural result 
of tho 


'roubles which have so seriously in- 
volved the capitalists who own the 
Chic'igo mill, and whose interests at 
Rowel ilo suffer in consequence. 
It 


was thought ilrii. tb» dilficulties at 
It>sod.il° h L-l bt-ea temporarily ar- 
r.in^-d u wi'i-k agn by Col. W. H. 
Harris, of Cleveland, who is a prom- 
inent, stockholder, but soon afler his 
departure for homo came the suspen- 
sion nl Chicago, and that earned 
down tho Hosodalo company in the 
general crash. 
It is hoped that the 


suspension and closing of tho mill 
will only bo temporary. The general 
manager of 
the 
"Eosedale 
mill 


wis Capt. Ira Harris, formerly of 
Decatur, and many of the operatives 
are also from this city, where the 
news of tho suspension will cause 
general rjgret.

.y carrying off many people from this 
region who will wish in vain that 
;hey had been content with the more 
Denial climate and establi*hed civili- 
zation of Illinois. There is no conn 
try on earth where a farmer can feel 
assured of such uniform success as 
nere—no country less subject to ex- 
tremes of moisture or drouth—no 
country where a farmer can raise a 


reater variety of crops and thus 


escape to so great an extent tbe chan- 
ces of failure. 
Tho opportunities 


offered for building up comfortable 
houses, where schools, churches, mar- 
kets 'and good society are already 
established, are better here than in 
Dakota, and while there may be cir- 
cumstances which will justify a man 
in surrendering all these advantages 
to secure a foothold where lauds are 
cheaper, in the vast majority of cases 
such a change is not a wise one. 


The Sleetstorm on the Wabash. 


Glctbc-Dimmrdt, Wt. 


K. H. Wade, Superintendent of 


Transportation of the Wabash, has 
been a very busy man the past threw 
or four days. 
The sleet has played 


havoc with the trains on his road.— 
He says it's no use to withhold such 
information, aud the public should 
know of the herculean efforts made 
by railroad managers to keep tbu 
way clear. 
"Why, I tell you," saiJ 


he to a Globe Democrat reporter, "1 
have been railroading a long time, 
but have never experienced such a 
sleetstorm as this has proved to be. 
One train, which left Chicago Satur- 
day at noon, met with probably the 
worst part of the sleet and ice. This 
train passed Moberly, Mo., at 10 
o'clock to-day (Monday) and should 
have been there at 3 o'clock Sunday 
morning. 
Three locomotives helped 


this train from Decatur westward, 
and iu one place men had to get out 
with picks and dig the ice away for 
nearly two miles. While this digging 
was going on the crew of the train 
had to build fires around the cylin- 
ders of the engine to keep them from 
freezing. It seems as if the direction 
of the storm was right along the line 
of our road from Kansas City to 
Toledo, thence to Cleveland. It was 
seemingly 100 miles in width. 
Wo 


held two of our westbound trains at 
Decalur Saturday night because the 
tiam from Chicago and the train 
from Toledo bad lost their right of 
way, 
and they were compelled by 


good railroad discipline to remain at 
a meeting-point until the trains with 
right of way should come along. The 
trains with rights not showing up, it 
would have been suicidal for the 
westbound conductors to have allow- 
ed their trains to have pulled out. It 
tuined out just as it should, for the 
reason that our regular east and 
northbound trains 
traveled along 


nearly ou time, and tho special opera 
tram got through on time. In tho 
absence of a wire, had these trains 
ever left Decatur, an accident must 
have been the result." . 


"What aro tho future prospects. 


Mr. Wade?" 


"We will be all right east of the 


Mississippi river to-day, and our 
western trains have been going along 
nearly ou time since Saturday night." 


Men are at work rebuilding tele- 


graph wires along the Wabash in 
sqnads, and trains are being straight- 
ened out as fast as, possible. Mr. 
Wade received a message yesterday 
stating that the Wabash river was 
rising very fast. 
At Attica Station 


tue river is withiu threo feet of the 
high-water mark of 1875 when tho 
flood set in. The Wabash bridge 
over that river is too high to be 
touched by the gauge of 1875. 


The wires of the Wabash were 


working as far as Decatur yesterday 
afternoon by 3 o'clock, and an hour 
later connection was had with Spring- 
field, both ends of tho wire beinn- 
worked outside of tho railroad yards 
In ei«jht miles of telegraph lino 140 
cross ai rus were broken, and there 
are but thiifcy cross arms to tho mile 
OD the Wdbash where this occirred. 
This will give somo idoa of the se- 
venty of the storm.

The cry was first made by sympa- 
thetic, sentimental men, who were 
perfectly honest in their convictions, 
and by a great number of dema- 
gogues aud disappointed seekers af- 
ter fame who sought influence with 
the "oppressed and down-trodden 
laborers of America." Parties and 
societies have bean formed fur the 
express purpose of instilling into 
the minds of the great middle and 
lower classes the belief that govern- 
ment and capital were made fat and 
fed by the very heart's blood of the 
mechanic aud the farmer. 
Imagina- 


tion is the most fertile of human fac- 
ulties, and under this teaching we 
need not be surprised if the cry of 
rage has been changed sometimes to 
one of genuine woe. 


Their teaching Las been both sys- 


tematic and persistent. 
The shift- 


less, the improvident, the vicious, 
havo been told that the world owes 
them a living; that wealth obtained 
bv honest ami patient industry is ro 
ally theirs; that the thrifty are all 
shark-sand vampires; that the laws 
are all made to enrich the wealthy 
aud impoverish the poor; that they 
wurk too hard and get too little for 
it; that they should crush tho op- 
pressor and bless themselves 
by 


placing tbeir teachers and real frinnds 
in power; that one of the functions 
of government is to create wealth, 
and, since its stamp will change a 
stone to bread, or copper to gold, 
the more fools they 
fire if they 


choose to either tod or suffer. 
The 


most dangerous classes have received 
this gospel aud gone forth to prac 
tice all that it implied. We have 
had an army of tramps, begging or 
demanding 
everything but work. 


These tramps and willing beggars 
have boen seen gradually converted 
into an army of highwaymen and 
thugs. Every local paper is full of 
the misdeeds of these nihilibtic dis 
ciples of Kearney and Cooper. Prop 
erty is not safe either iu city or 
country, and mercenary murders are 
constantly 
increasing. 
Still the 


press and the platform ring with in- 
flammatory aud 
incendiary 
har- 


angues, and instead oaf 
interfering 


with these teachers ot iniquity, wo 
organize vigilance committees and 
hang their dupes. 


Are the mechanics and other labor- 


ers of this country robbed ? Are they 
the victims of systematic tyranny ? 


The facts are that in no other 


country of tho world is the laborer 
so liberally rewarded. 
In no other 


country have the men who till the 
soil and toil in factory bo much 
political and social power; nowhere 
else have they so many of tho luxu- 
ries of a luxurious a«;p. 
On much 


of our best agricultural land it ia no 
uncommon thing for a crop or two 
to pay for the land, and the Autnran 
sometimes shows that the tenant's 
interest is greater than the landlords 
Any farmer who wishes may owu liis 
land. In spite of assertions to the 
contrary, transportation is rapid and 
comparatively cheap. 
The mechanic 


with no capital but bis hands, and 
even tho unskilled day laborer, may 
educate his family and never sufifu'r 
from hunger, though a largo part of 
his earnings go to the tobacconist 
and the saloonist. It is more difficult 
in many parts of the country to find 
willing hands and trusty laborers 
than it is to find work. 


I know that we are pointed to 


France, the laud of sunshine, of 
wine, of mirth, of experiment, uf 
passion, of revolution, and of chaos. 
Wo are told that there the people 
are happy, taxes light, the security 
great, National debt all paid, money 
plenty, etc., etc. 
The income of an 


honest American laborer is in truth 
enough to make a Frenchman rich. 
The truth is, that France, smaller 
than Texas, and with a population 
smaller by millions than our own, 
has the largest .National debt of any 
of the great powers. It is not paid, 
nor likely to be paid iu the near 
future. 
A Frenchman's tax would 


make an American rebel, 


No, we are not very badly oppress- 


ed. 
It is unfortunate that some of 


us havo beeu made to feel that v, o 
are. 
It robs us of much happiness 


thai, is rightfully ours. 
It is st 11 


moro unfortunate that the vicious 
classy feel that thoy havo the moral 
support of many respectable men 
and of some of the great political 
parties. 
It is unfortunate that we 


should learn to attribnte the misfor- 
tunes that come from onr own igno- 
rance or shiftlessness to the oppres- 
sion of the prosperous or to the lack 
of governmental aid. 
It is lamenta- 


ble that the respectable must suffer 
because of the careless or malicious 
teaching of demagogues.

of land from tbe Federal Govern- 
ment which made tho construction of 
the Illinois Central Railway a possi- 
bility was given on purpose to afford 
quicker, cheaper and more conven 
ient transportion and communica- 
tion among tbe people, and now to 
dispose of this (anuual revenue foi 
the improvement of tho common 
wagon-roads would be not ouly a le- 
gitimate appropriation of

money, but it would be simply carry- 
ing out the idea of tho plan upon

What Railroad Trains are Worth. 


But few persons as they see one oE 


the fast express trains go by are 
aware of the value of such a train. 
What is known as the Koyal Limited 
express over the Pennsylvania road, 
as the traflio is ordinarily rnado up, 
represents over $.120,()UO as follows: 
Engine,812,00(J; baggage car, §1,200; 
smoking car, §5,000; dining room 
car, $] 2,000: live elegant Pullman 
oars, §18,000 each, §00,000. While 
this may soem to bo an exception, the 
ordinary express train represents 
$83,000 to 485,000. 
The engine and 


tender, which are considered together, 
valued at i? 10,500; the biiggngo-car. 
S 1,000:. the pustal-car, §2,000; the 
smoking-car, 85,000; the two ordina- 
ry passengiU' ears, $10,000 each; the 
three palace cars, 815,000 each— 
total, §83,000. 
This is a low rather 


than an excessive! estimate of one of 
the fast expresses. 
The. palace-cars 


put down at §15,000 are in many 
cases worth $.18,000, and some Pull- 
man cars are now run that cost in the 
neighborhood of 830,000. It is stated 
that the average value of a freight 
train is still greater than a passenger 
train when the rolling stock and value 
of property aro included. Sometimes 
tho freight on these through trains 
aggregate in value $250,000'to8300,- 
000, and what is a little singular is 
the fact that the trains moviun- west- 
ward are more valuable than those 
moving eastward—a large per cent, 
of the westbound business is merchan- 
dise or valuable machinery, while 
nearly 75 per cent, of the eastbonnd 
business is grain which is carried in 
cars costing ?450, and the property 
carried will average SiOO per car, so 
that the entire train of twenty cars, 
engine included, aro worth over 
§34,000 or §35,000, while frequently 
one car of merchandise coming west 
will represent that value, and these 
palaces on wheels currying thousands 
of passengers and the thousands of 
freight cars carrying millions of val- 
uable property, aro dependent for 
safety upon one man—the engineer. 
There are other men—the conductor, 
baggage-master, firemen and three or 
four other brakernen; but the hand 
upon the lever and tho brain direct- 
ing it have an immense responsibility.

What is sower gas ? Tin's term 


has boon employed a long time by 
chemists, sanitarians, plumbery and 
others, to indicate the ordinary em 
anations from sewers; but recently 
certain gentlemen have taken excep- 
tion to "gas having a peculiar and 
definite composition."

doubtedly true, and it is probable 
that no intelligent man or eclncated 
physician ever thought otherwise. 
What has boon called sewer gns is 
composed of air, vapor and gases in 
constant varying proporfcions.togeth- 
or with living germs—vegetable and 
animal—and 
miunta particles of 


piitri'SBOiit mnttor. 
In " short, it is 


compose.:! of whatever is sufficiently 
volatile or buoyant to float in the at- 
mosphc-re, and in consequence of 
which buoyancy it is permitted to 
escapo through tho various sewer 
outlets. 
Tho term is, in this sense, 


well understood, and it is, moreover, 
just as correct as would be the terms 
sower vapor or sewer air, which some 
have chosen to substitute for it. 
It 


is proper hero to add that the offen- 
siveuoss of odors is no test of insalu- 
brity, but that tho most fatal gwrms 
are often conveyed in atmosphere 
which is odorless. 
The absenco of 


unpleasant odors, therefore, furnish- 
es no proof that the air does not con- 
tain sower emanations.

of warm personal friends among his 
politicnl enemies. He has a wife 
and no children.

DR. WHBELER "NOT QTJ1LTY." 


Such Was the Verdict ot the Jury 


at 4 O'clock this Morning. 


Pour Ballots Taken. 


Ifrmn Friday's Daily. 


Thetiia) of The People vs. Dr. James 


D. Wheeler, indicted for the murder of 
Miss Estella liis'ey, who died on Oct. 
10th, 1832, is at an em], and th° accused 
is again p. free man, the jury at four 
o'clock this morning having brought in 
a verdict of "Not guilty." 


The closing argument of Till. Johns on 


' behalf of tho people was able and ex- 


har,'4ive, and consumed 3'-,] hours' time. 
It was finished at IJ.IJU o'clock last even- 
ing in (he presence of a large crowd of 
spectators, many of whom had to stand 
up iu the court room. Court took a re- 
cess until 7 o'clock, when the instructions 
were read to the jury, Judge Smith 
notified tho jury nnd counsel that he 
would not adjourn court, pending the 
deliberations of the jury, Ijiit would sim- 
ply take u recess. Jlo left orders to be 
called at any time during • the night, 
should the jury r.giee upon a verdict. 


The jury then retired in charge of Bai- 


liff MoWIiinncy, tutoring their room at 
about 8 :'JU o'clock. 


HOW TUl: JOJIY VOTED. 


William Ooruwell, of Huron, was the 


foicmau ut' tho juiy. On entering the 
jury room, he prnponecl that an informal 
ballot be taken, and this was done at 8:15 
o'clock. It resulted iu 5 voting for ac- 
quittal nnd 7 for conviction. Those vot- 
ing for acquittal were, Wil'iam Cornwell, 
P. C. Yeager, James Boner, John Mc- 
Gallity and Wm. David. Those voting 
fur conviction were 1{.

The lirst formal ballot, (aken at 10:30 


o'clock, resulted: !) for acquittal, o for 
conviction, Junes, Sailsbory and TVurolf 
voting for couvieliou. 


The next vote was taken al Ii! o'clock, 


when the ballot resulted 11 to 1 iu favor 
of defendant, 
Dciirolf, a }0tiug man 


whose residence is iu Whitrnore township, 
voting tor conviction. After further dis- 
cussion aud delibeiation, and after Dear- 
olf had re-read the indictment and com- 
pared tho instructions of the court, at 
four o'clock he stated that he was ready 
to sigu the verdict of acquittal, and im- 
mediately tho verdict was made out, and 
the signature of each juror was atSxed to 
the same. 


Judge Smith was nolitied that the jury 


wns ready to return their veidicr, and 
Sir. Johns and Judge Nelson with the 
defendant were summoned to the court 
room. 
The jury filed in and Judge 


Smith opened the verdict, which read: 


We, the jury, lind the defendant not 


guilt}." 


Dr. Wheeler stood looking quietly at 


the jury, without manifesting any feeling 
whatever. The jury was dismissed by 
the court, when Mrs.. Wheeler entered 
from the sheriff's office. 
On learning the 


verdict sho manifested great joy over the 
result. In a few moments Dr. Wheeler, 
his wife, and Judge Nelson left Ihe court 
room together. 


Thus ended one ot the hardest fought 


cases that has ever been tried m the cir- 
cuit court. The case was on trial for IS 
days, and naturally caused a general in- 
terest. The prosecution was ably and 
vigorously conducted by State a Attorney 
Johns and Crea &Ewing. They watched 
every point closely as the trial progressed 
and certainly made the most of the case. 
The interests of the defense were man- 
aged with great skill by Judge Nelson, I. 
A. Buckingham and Geo. W. Zink, the 
latter a prominent lawyer of LitchfieLl. 
These gentlemen lost no opportunity to 
score a point in the interest of their client, 
and in their arguments they talked aud 
fought like true warriors confident of vic- 
tory. 


The general expression of '.In- pei;ile 


who have watched the progress of the 
trial and heard or read most of the evi- 
dence, so far as we have been able to 
learn, ia that the verdict is a just one, and 
that tho jury could not have done other- 
wise than acquit the accused. 


COXGBATUIiATIOKS. 


Dr. Wheeler visited Ms office at about 


U o'clock this morning and appeared upon 
the streets soon afterward. He has re- 
ceived hearty congratulations from scores 
of friends. The Doctor told a reporter 
that he was confident all along of acquit- 
tal because, he was wholly innocent in" the 
tenilile charge. He also stated that he 
would lemaiu in Deealnr aud continue 
in the practice of his1 profession.

THE ICY VISITOB. 


Great and General Damage to Property 


in all Parts of the City. 


TELEQKAPH AND TELEPHONE WlliJES AND 


POLES DOWN AND TKElifl STBIPPKD 


OF THKI11 BBANOHEB.

Decatnr presents a curious and strange 


spectacle to-day, aud iu consequence of 
the present condition of things, doubtless 
caused by the non-appearance of the fes- 
tive groundhog yesterday, business in all 
branches of trade is practically at u stand- 
still. Yesterday morning we were visited 
by a light fall of snow and along about 
noon rain and sleet began to cover the 
streets and buildings with 


AS ICY COAT. 


An early l;mt evening as eight o'clock 


the trees uiid wires liung low with a weight 
of ise, and people weudiug their way 
homeward had to walJtiu suow and water 
and ice, shoe-top deep, and were also com- 
pelled to stoop under branches of trees 
that hung low over the pavements. 
It 


was one of the worst nights experienced 
by the oldest inhabitants, and many pre- 
dictions were made that great damage 
would result to property before morning. 


THE SCENE TO-DAY 


presented to view on every hand is one 
ditlioult to describe. Tall oaks, ever- 
greens and small trees in all parts of the 
city are weighted down with ice that 
clings to them tenaciously—all presenting 
a sight beautiful to behold. Hundreds 
oE tiecs, iu the park, on the various streets, 
aud in residence lots, are stripped of the 
weaker branches. In some quarters it 
looks as if tho ice king had tried to do 
his worst iu causing damage to trees. 


THE (VIBES DOWN. 


Probably the greatest damage by the 


ice WHS iullicted upou the Western Union 
Telegraph/company and the Central Tel- 
ephone exchange. The telegraph wires, 
coated with a baud of ice over one inch 
in diameter, with fringes of iciclee, hang 
nearly to iho ground where they are not 
dislodged entirely. 
So great was the 


weight of ice on the net-work of wires ia 
front of Leiby Tiros.' bakery and at Plen- 
r>'a corner that the pole in front of 
Leiby's broke oil' near the ground aud 
felHlhtin tho utreet, aud tbo cross-liars 
of the poles ut FJuury'8 and m front of 
Einstein's aton; broke oh" and fell part 
way to the pavement. On Noith Water 
and along tho route leading from the tel- 
egiaph ollice poles and wires are down— 
a lot of the wires barring entrance to the 
First 51. E. church. The railroad tele- 
graph wires ou all roads leadiug out ot 
the city arc mostly all broken down and 
rendered useless for transmitting mes- 
sages regulating- the running of trains. 
They have uo communicatiou whatever 
out oil tho Illinois Central telegraph 
office, and nearly the same condition of 
things exists at the Wabash and other 
offices. Early this morning the line re- 
pairers went to work fixing up the wires, 
but it is not likely that the work will be 
completed for u week at least. Most of 
the trains will be run on time and at a 
slow rate of speed, so that accidents may 
be prevented. The Central train from 
the south came iu 30 minutes late, nnd 
the "cannon ball" from the west arrived 
an hour late. None of tho Wabash trains 
from tho east hud arrived until noon. 
The street railway tract is frozen over 
from end to end and the cars ate motion- 
less, with one oil' the track. 


Equal damage wns done to the tele- 


phone poles and wires. This morning 
there were but 49 of tho 102 separale 
wires in working order. The KEVUBLJ- 
CAN'S wire held its own and communica- 
tion was had with the Central 
office. 


Grocers and others who had regular cue- 
turners to supply with goods to-day were 
compelled to call around iu person aud 
take orders. The members of tho tele- 
phone repair gang got out early nnd com- 
menced picking up tho ice-conted wires 
and placing them in coils preparatory to 
putting them on the poles, scores oi 
which fell down during the night. 


THB DAMAGE 


to the wires and business generally can- 
iiot be approximated. 
If has been enor- 


mous, and if the ice visitation was gen- 
eral, millions of dollars will not restore 
what wns destroyed during the freezing, 
snapping hours of last night.

At Abel & Lock' 's ptore water 
dripped from the n of Hiroiifh Ihe three 
llnor.s, nnd this morning h";es were bored 
in thr lower lloor to let ILe wr.l.-r i:.to (lie 
cellar. At Hatch .'c lira's dry goods 
store, water flowed in ihn iigli Ihu rear 
dourc, nr.d the deluge v,;:s pullioiwit to 
keep the clerks busy for f f v f n i l hours 
Part of the i'toonug at tlie rear was torn 
up to let the water roach the cellar. Al 
the Xew IVming liotd tho roof of tho 
dining room and kitchen c:.u:-ed cauMdt r- 
uble damage. The fign and cornice at 
Pearl's establishment tell doi.-n during the 
night, and the sigu was broken. The 
store loom occupi^ by A. Clerk and 
.Peake & Son, on Merchant street, waa 
flooded vdth water at the rear. Shively's 
photograph gallery got a ducking, and a 
S25 painting was rained. The weight of 


ice und water on the roof of F. L. Buys 
& CO'B store caused a leak, the water 
dripping in steady streams. Business at 
the ''Bon Ton" photograph gallery, on 
the third floor, is suspended, but fortu- 
nately no damage to the Hays stock of 
goods resulted. There ia scarcely uu im- 
perfect roof in town but, what succumbed 
to the weight more or less. The water 
leaked through the slate roof at one cor- 
ner of tho first M. E. church, causing 
slight damage. There is a lake of water 
in the basement of Btapp's chapel, caused 
by water getting in through the lecture 
room doors. There is plenty of water in 
the cellar at Hnworth & Suns' check 
rower factory, and eome got iu ut tho oof- 
tin factory. The tilth ward sewer is 
choked up, and the buck water fills the 
streets and gutters. The business streets 
and gutters up town are also filled with 
water, the frozen sections of the same 
keeping the water standing in pools and 
and preventing it running into the sewers. 
During the nightthe aged trees in the W. 
J. Usrey lot on North Church street were 
badly brokeu. The branches fell right 
nnd left, one crashing through one of the 
parlor windows, smashing in window sash, 
glass and all, and another of greater 
weight Ml with a crash and broke in the 
weather-boarding. Trees near dwelling 
houses in all parts of the city were bro- 
ken off, the branches falling and causing 
more or less diimnge. Trees iu various 
parts ot the city have been stripped of 
their brnnchesdui iug the forenoon. Soon 
after 1'J o'clock nearly every telegraph 
pole ou Cerro Oordo street, east of I'Yauk- 
liu street, fell with n cinsh. 


The telegraph poles on East Main 


street toppled over thin afternoon. 


Tho Sangamon river is reported bunk 


full. 
The ice is breaking badly nud piling 


dowu with the current, in immense chunks, 
to the great danger of the bridges.
